He 
practiced law continuously in New York 
after having been admitted to the bar. 

W. Bayard Cutting Jr., the son of the dead 
lawyer, married in England. He is in the 
United States diplomatic service, and it was 
while he was secretary to Joseph Choate, 
ambassador to England, in 1901, that he met 
his wife, who was Lady Sybil Cuffe, the 
youngest daughter of the Earl and Countess 
ot Desart. 


Son Weds Noblewoman. 

Mr. Cutting and Lady Sybil were married 
within two months after they first met each 
other. At the time their engagement was 
announced it caused @ great deal of com- 
ment in court circles. 

After his marriage Mr. Cutting resigned 
from his diplomatic post and entered the 
sugar refining business at Nordhoff, Cal. He 
remeined there until 1908, when he decided 
to reénter the diplomatic service. 

He was appointed vice eongul to Milan, 
Italy, in 1008. A year later he was made 
the special representative m Europe of the 
Amer u. Red Cross society.

STRIKERS VOTE TO REFUSE 
OFFER OF LAWRENCE MILLS. 


Operators Agree to Five Per Cent Ad- 
vance in Wage Scale, but Unskilled 
Workmen Are Dissatisfied. 


Lawrence, Mass, March 1.—All the textile 
mills, both woolen and cotton, with two ex- 
ceptions, offered their striking employés an 
advance in pay today, or stated their inten- 
tion to do so. The exceptions are the Everett 
mills, where a lockout has been in effect 
since the strike started, and the Kunhardt 
milis. | 

In most cases the mills have announced 
that the scale will be raised at least 5 per 
cent in all departments, to take effect Mon- 
day. The original demand of the strikers 
was 15 per gent. 

Soon after the concessions were posted the 
strike committee of the Industrial Workers 
of the World met voted to refuse the 
éffer. About 12,000 of the 18,000 Ftill on 
strike are affiliated with this organization.

Explains Second Bill’s Offer. 


Chairman Underwood's statement then 
continues: :

Will Conform with Decision. 

Phe purpose of the bill presented to the 
Caucus ig to extend the tax on doing of pusi- 
ness by individuals and co-partnerships. The 
special excise tax will accomplish the same 
result as would have been accomplished by 
an income tax if it were within the power 
of congress to enact an income tax law 0 
far as raising the revenue is concerned, but 
at the same time the bill keeps well within 
the principles laid down by the Supreme ceurt 
in its decision affirming the constituttonality 


ot the corporation tax law. 
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Under the present law persons who have 
their money invested im corporations that are 
employing labor and developing the country 
are taxed 1 per cent on the net earnings of 
the corporations. 

“ Why is it not as equitable and just to 
~ imposé a similar tax on individuals whose 
money is invested in lines of busness not 
organized as corporations. Under the pres- 
ent law the stockholder im a corporation is 
compelled to pay a tax; the bondholder, who, 
at a rule, takes little or no risk in the busi- 
ness, is not taxed. 


Levy Is Not Excessive. 

If the bill becomes a law the bondholder 
can be taxed on the same bisis as the stock- 
holder. The levy of this tax is not excessive; 
@ man having an income of $10,000 would pay 


no tax on the first $5,000 and on the second 
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$5,000 would pay only $50 a year, and yet 
from the estimates made we feel assured 
that the levying of this tax will produce a 
revenue for the government that will equal 
that lost by the repeal of the tax on sugar.

with an equal percentage of return to the 
capital invested. 

Ine remedy for tne evils of monopoly 
snouid not be an attempt to break up tne 
great combinations and thereby to teturn to 
a less efficient industrial system, that of 
competition. It should rather be to permit 
the system to remain that secures the high- 
est industrial efficiency, but so to control 
this system that the added savings will go 
for the benefit of the public and not for the 
individual benefit of the monopolies.” 

Mr. Simmons did not desitate in his criti- 
cism of the Sherman act. 

“If I were to attempt to define the law 
briefly, he asserted, ‘‘I would say it was 
strictly a lawyer's law—conceived by law- 
yers, framed by lawyers, and enacted by 
lawyers so that the common business man 
could not possibly know how to conduct his 
business without employing a lawyer to in- 
terpret the law for him, who incidentally re- 
ecives a lawyer’s fee for his services. 

It there any one thing that is a curso 
to the business of the country today itis that 
we have too many lawyers. In the last ses- 
sion of congress there were 212 lawyers and 
less than fifty busines men.”’ 


‘Wants Business Man President. 

In pleading for a business administration 
Mr. Simmons said: 

“It seems to be an unwritten law that 
no man can occupy the White House un- 
less he is a lawyer, and the candidates of 
both parties today are lawyers. We have 
a big business organization called the United 
States of America. Why not have for it a 
business acministration? 

“A business man as president would sur- 
round himself with sufficient legal talent to 
guide him along proper lines, and still be 
able to use his business experience and 
judgment where it is meéded now in the 
interest of the whole people.. Such a man 


would receive the hearty support of mil- 


lions of people—regardless of party affilia- 
tions—who have learned during the past four 


muckraker, who make the most noise, do not 
bring success and prosperity to the peo- 
ple. 

I believe the corporations of the coun- 
try, as a whole, are honest in their intent— 
just as most men are honest—but that they 
need definite control by the federal gov- 
ernment to remove the confusion of the 
present conflicting laws of the forty or 
fifty different states in which a corporation 
may operate.“ 


Blames Tariff Tinkering. 

Mr. Simmons blamed “tinkering with the 
tariff for the business depression. 

“It may be necessary to play politics at 
Washington, but it does seem to a plain 
business man that the game is sadly over- 
done,“ he continued. We must change 
our methods if we expect to maintain com- 
mercial supremacy in markets of the world. 
Foreign competitors like Germany, for in- 
stance, are encouraging large corporations 
and reaching for our trade. If our manu- 
facturers but had a chance and with the 
good crops now in prospect, 1913 would be the 
biggest business year we have ever known, 
and beginning of the greatest era of prow: 
perity the world has ever seen. 

“One reason for business depression is 
that in the past our tariff revision has not 
been made in accordance with the facts in 
the case, but in line with misrepresentations 
designed to create general impression on 
the public mind which would accomplish 
some political scheme. 

„The Sherman act must be modified into a 
definite, plain, and comprehensive law, sulta- 
ble to modern conditions, which will en- 
courage the expansion of legitimate enter- 
prise and will be enforced to the letter from 
the day of its passage.“ 

Harrison S. Smalley, professor of political 
economy at the University of Michigan, as- 
serted that the time will come when indus- 
trial combinations will be legalized and sub- 
jected to government regulation. He con- 
tended that this power of regulation should 
be placed with the administration and riot 
with the courts. 


Dissatisfied with Sherman Law. 

„The people are dissatisfied with the re- 
sults of the Sherman act, said Mr. Batchel- 
‘der. They want decreased prices, and an 
increase in the number of independent busi- 
ness men, not mere dissolution of the trusts. 
Instead, they have business stagnation and 
| armies of unemployed workmen. 

“We want reorganization of our indus- 
tries, not disorganization. A trade commis- 
| gion should license all interstate companies 

with power to insure fair play to all forms 
of industry. It should be composed of men 
ot experience, representing the public, labor, 
and capital.“

pressed the opinion that the tenders should 
be refused; that ‘the sharks should take the 
position: “‘We have these papers against 
your client,.and if you want them you must 
buy them at our price.“ 

He said he thought.the victims eventually 
would pay the price rather than have the 
documents hanging over them. He pointed 
out that the only way the victim can recover 
the worthless, illegal, unenforceable loan 
shark paper is to file a bill in equity, an ex- 
pensive procedure, He urged his fellows to 
force THE TRIBUNE to do this in every case. 

Arthur L. Weinschenk, manager of the 
Chicago Finance company, then took up the 
other side of the discussicn. He declared 
that he thought it best to settle up and get 
these bad accounts off the books. 

What is to be gained by fighting?’ he 
asked. THe TRIBUNE or the victims would 
have to pay the costs in the first instance, 
but who would pay them in the end? 

Ward admitted that the suit would be lost 


in the end and that the shark would have to 
pay them. 


Fight Means Loss of Interest. 
Weinschenk also called attention to the 
fact that the attorneys of THE TRIBUNE’s 


their clients to’ settle on a basis of the pay- 
ment of the principal plus 7 per cent in- 
terest, the maximum legal rate. If the cases 
Are sent into the courts, however, nothing 
above the principal can be’ collected, for 
the usurious contract voids entirely the obli- 
ga tion to pay any interest.

Dismisses a Convivial Partner. 

Mr. Brewer, it is said, wag a man of free 
and easy manner of life, which rather 
shocked his straitlaced partner, who event- 
ually dismissed him from the partnership, 
transferring the business of the concern to 
the Monarch Discount company, in which 
enterprise he was joined by Isaac A. Eacutt, 
who had been operating the Inéependent 
Credit company, and Card & Eacutt, with 
William D. Card. 

These two firms had been “ playing the 
game together to the great profit of their 
proprietors and the expense of victims, as 
may be shown in Judge Landis’ court this 
morning. As the Monarch Discount com- 
pany succeeded to one so the National Guar- 
antee company succeded to the other, Gold- 
smith and Eacutt purchasing it from Julius 
Weimer and Charles Wendall of St. Paul. 
More recently Goldsmith's interest in the 
concern has been transferred to G. R. Hast- 
ings, who has handled garnishment and as- 
signment of wages matters for the Chicago 
and Alton and has done some perilous ex- 
perimenting with labor agencies. 


Goldsmith for Strong Fight. 

Attorney Goldsmith advised even a more 
aggressive fight on Tue TRIBUNE than Mr. 
Ward. He urged that members of the as- 
sociation start a multitude of libel suits 
against the paper and that a great number 
of legal proceedings be instituted and pro- 
longed and delayed and continued and ap- 
pealed by every device known to law.

Loss $15,000,000. 


NOT ONE FOREIGNER HURT. 


Minister Calhoun Cables Partner in 
Chie igo Sate.“

PEKING, March 1.—The mutiny Presi- 
dent Yuan's troops is prattically iP end, 
although there was desultory shooting dur- 
ing the day. 

The number of killed in last night's: dis- 
turbances probably is under 100. Not one 
foreigner was killed or injured. The object 
of the rioters evidently was loot, and not 
slaughter, and the continued firing appar- 
ently was designed to intimidate the people. 

The property loss from the ten fires started 
by the mutineers is estimated at $15,000,000. 
There are still four fires raging in the south- 
western part of the citr. 

Throughout the day looting of stores and 
residences continued and there were several 
skirmishes between the loyal troops and the 
mutineers in the outskirts. The majority of 
the mutineers, however, had left the central 
districts before morning. 


Ten Looters Shot on Spot. 

Ten looters captured in the act of carrying 
off property were executed on the spot by 
loyal soldiers. 

President Yuan Shih Kai has issued a 
manifesto to foreigners lamenting the out- 
break and assuring them that all precautions 
had been taken to prevent a recurrence of 
the trouble. The rebel delegates from Nan- 
king, who had to flee to the foreign quarter 
for safety, are angry. They Say President 
Yuan Shih Kai made no attempt to protect 
them. All foreigners are safe at the lega- 
tions, which are heavily guarded.

TIEN @SIN, March 1.—The Chinese troops 
at Feng Tai, a. villagetwenty-two miles from 
Peking, mutinted Shorty after midnight 
this morning.

ALDERMEN MAKE TEST TRIP. 


From Howard Av nue to 119th Street 
in 3 Hours. 3

Twenty-eight miles of urban panorama are 
now offered to Chicagoans and visitors for 
the world’s lowest street car fare of a nickel, 
a half a dime. The new through route be- 
came effective yesterday, 

No other pean of applause than two un- 
musical ‘* ding’s’’ started a special carboad 
of street car officiale and cheap fare junk- 
eteers from the efty’s northernmost bound- 
| ary, Howard avenue, at 2:28 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon. For two hours and forty- 
nine minutes they proceeded southward, 
first on Clark street, then on Halsted street, 
then on Vincetnes road. 


All This for One Nickel. 

When at 5:17 o'clock the celebrants alighted 
at One Hundred and Nineteenth street, the 
southern line of the city, they had journeyed 
twenty-eight miles from Evanston Hmits 
through Morgan Park to Blue Ieland, had 
traversed the most cosmopolitan street in the 
world. viewed practically all of Chicago's 
industries, and paid only 6 cents each to a 
conventional conductor. 

None was too weary to walk a mile to the 
Rock Island depot at Blue Island and catch 
the 6:07 train for the loop. 

In the party were Ald. Rea, Fisher, Block, 
Ryan, and Bergen; Charles W. Vail, clerk of 
the Superior court; John Traeger. city con- 
troller, and Herbert H. Evans, secretary of 
the council committee om local transporta- 
tion. . 
No Through Route Yet. 

The twenty-eight mile service wasn’t con- 
tinuous. A through route won't be estab- 
lished until a spur is built at Seventy-ninth 
street. Until then excursionists will have 
to transfer twice, once at Halsted street 
and the second time at Seventy-ninth street. 

-Yesterday’s time schedule, which allows 
a speed of about nine miles an hour, was. 
taken as follows:

“ Besides connecting with Dunning and 
i\Kankakee,” said Ald.

The trip not only exposed a scene of Chi- 
cago river activity three times, passed the 
stockyards and gave a view of packing 
plants, all sorts of manufactories, steel milla, 
and different aspects of city business, but 
crossed forty-sevenintersecting car lines and 
passed uncer five elevated bridges. 

On the trip back Mr. Evans pointed out 
that by starting at One Hunndred and Nine- 
teenth streét and traneferring on the Irving 
Park boulevard car to Dunning a passenger 
might ride a mile farther than yesterday's 
trip—or twenty-nine miles. .

“ Neither Hecht nor myself knew Roushar 
intimately, although we had had business 
dealings. For this reason, when we started 
north, we wired to Alexander Grant of Falr- 
mont, who knew him well, and asked him to 
come on to Chicago and take Roushar from | 
Onicago for the rest of the journey. 

„The trip to Chicago was made without 
particular incident, although Roushar’s con- 
dition never showed any improvement. He 
was never violent, but his talk and conduct 
was of a character to make us feel the great~ 
est concern.“ 


Gives $1 Tips in Hotel. 

After the party arrived in Chicago Mr. 
Grant took Roushar in charge’ During the 
day the banker caused some comment around 
the hotel by distributing $1 bills as tips, and 
once he got out to Michigan boulevard with- 
out’ his guard and was brought back by a 
policeman. 

“ We were just ready to start for the train,“ 
said Mr. Grant, when Roushar said he 
wanted to wash his hands. We went to the 
lavatory with him and stood outside the door. 
We could see him standing there, and while 
we watched, his legs suddenly doubled up 
beneath him and he fell to the floor. We 
thought he had fainted at fiyet and then we 
saw the handle of the knife sticking out ffom

Vacuum dier 48 Aids Alfonso 
Fischer, Victim of Paralysis. 


PIPE ATTACHED TO A MASK. 


Physicians Still Hope His Vitality May 
Be Restored. | 


Alfonso Fischer, thé son of Otto A. Fischer 


[While Acquaintances Wait at Pimburst, tstiving by the grace of a 


vacuum cleaner. If he recovers from the 
almost complete paralysis which now afflicts 
him it will be, in the opinion of physicians, 

because he has had the aid of the electrically # 
driven pump which i concealed within the 
case of this machine. 

For the last fifty-six hours, up to mid - 
night last night, a pipe from the exhaust 
Ade of the cleaner has been filling hie lungs 
with air eighteen times a minute almost con- 
tinuously, 

Mr. Fischer is conécious, hia mind is clear, 
he can talk about his predicament during the 
intervals. when the device is removed. His 
young ‘wife and 6 months old baby are al- 
most constantly In his room; he can recog- 
nize them even while the machine is in oper- 
ation. His paratysis is so nearly complete 
that he cannot turn bis head or move any 
part of his body, but his heart continues to 
do its work. He can even N but only by 
an éxhausting éffort. . 


Occasionally Breathes tor Himselt. 

With a trained nurse in constant at- 
tendance, Dr. H. F. Langhurst, the phy- 
siclan in charge, occasionally stops the 
vacuum pump and removes from the 
patient’s face the mask in which the tube 
from the exhaust ends. At first Mr. Fischer 
manages to fill his lungs by the use of his 
own muscles, exercising a dist@ict effort of 
the will at each respiration. Gradually the 
muscles weaken, lese and less air is taken in 
at each effort, his skin loses the color of life 
and becomes the blue which presages suffo- 
cation and death. 

Then the mask is readjusted, the electric 
current turned on, and the flow of air from 
the vacuum cleaner, interrupted at inter- 
vals of less than three seconde, fills his lung» 
for. him, 

The question whether Mr. Fischer will re- 
cover is not one that can be decided ex- 
cept by time. Dr. Langhuret said last night 
the chance was there. The patient already 
has shown some improvement. It might be 
that his body has the power to recover 
its former powers. There is little doubt that 
such power as it has would not be effective 
if its energy were absorbed in the process 
of breathing. 


Used in a Previous Case. 

The employment of the vacuum device 
came about through an article published re- 
cently in THe Trisun®e, which told how a 
young woman who was incompletely dead 
was revived by it and kept alive for thirty-six 
hours after her power to breathe for herself 
had ceased. Dr. Langhurst read the story 
and learned the device was the invention of 
Dr. Harry M. Richter of the Northwestern 


university medical school. 


Last Wednesday, when Mr. Fischer’s sud- 
den attack of paralysis became so nearly 
complete that his lungs failed him, Dr. Lang- 
hurt remembered the device and sent for it. 
Four hours elapsed between the time Dr. 
Langhurst made his request and the tim? 
when Dr. Richter arrived at Elmhurst with 
his machine. The patient was kept alive 
during that time by the laborious manual 
method of artificial respiration. 

As soon as the machine was connected up 
with the electric lighting circuit, the cur- 
rent turned on, and the mask adjusted to the 
patient’s face he began to revive. His skin 
changed from blue to the flush of life. That 
was at 4o0’clock Wednesday afternoon. After 
a time it was possible to remove the machine 


When he arrived there the physician, no- and permit him to talk for a few minutes. 


Since then he has breathed for himself only 
for short intervals. He cannot swallow, so 
that the only nourishment he has taken has 
been through a stomach tube. 


Has Ascending Paralysis. 

Dr. Peter Bassoe. professor of neurology 
at Rush Medical college, who was called 
into consultation as to the cause of the 
paralysis, thought at first it might be a case 
of polymyositis, the disease {or which Dr. 
Simon Flexner of the Rockefeller institute 
in New York is endeavoring the find a serum. 
It seems now that the disease is what is 
known as Landry’s, or ascending, paralysis. 
Mr. Fischer is known to have been suffering 
from it only since Sunday. Before that he 
had nothing more serious than bronchitis.

Des Moines, Ia., March 1.—Gov. Woodrow 
Wilson of New Jersey tonight declared that 
im 1915, when the Panama canal is opened, it 
will become the great highway not kor the 
merchant marine of the United States, be- 
cause, he said, there is none to speak of, 
but for the merchant marine of Engiand and 
France. 

In his first speech in Iowa, before an im- 
mense audience, the New Jersey executive 
said that from an economic standpoint the 

. crisis in America was present, but predicted 
that the nation would demonstrate to the 
world that the principles upon which it was 
founded were correct. 

Gov. Wiison caused laughter 0 declaring 
the only difference between himself and the 
insurgent or progressive Republicans was 
that the latter had a pious feeling toward the 
Protective tariff, while he did not. Neither 


did he feel any special piety toward free 
trade, he said. 


Theme “Back to the People.” 


Taking for his theme Back to the Peo- 


ple, Gov. Wilson said it was necessary for 
the people to rescue the body politic from 
the monopolistic interests which controlled 
it. It was urgent, he said, that the makgnant 
growth on this political body be subject to 
the knife, but those who were responsible for 
the disease should not be permitted to act 
as the surgeons. 


Discussing economic conditions with spe- 


eial reference to the Panama canal, the 
governor said that as soon as this project 
was completed the main arteries of com- 


merce, which at present stretch from ocean 


to ocean, would be changed to run north and 
south and in that event it would be unwise 
to trust the vast business which would fol- 
low to those interests who control the ar- 
teries. 


As Cltigens, Not Partisans, 

We have come to a point in our affairs 
as a nation of which we should speak as cit- 
izens rather than as partisans, continued 
the governor. ‘“ The fact is, however, you 


may explain it, that special interests have 


built up and fortified and that the common 
interest has suffered; that monopoly has 
been buttressed by law and that those, who 


have created the monopolies have been more 


influential at our capitols than the people 
at the polls. 


“The domination of special interests has 


shown itself in the state no less than in the 
federal government and no one party has 
been in control of all the states during all 
the time these favored monopolies have been 
built up.“

Senator Wiliam Lorimer attacked the in- 
itiative, referendum and recall in a speech 
at Elgin last night.

Washington, D. C., March 1.—“ The con- 
spiracy which resulted in the dismember- 
ment of the Colombian republic occurred in 
the United States with the approval of the 
highest United States officials, and the spo- 
Hation was largely in the interest of a com- 
bination of influential capitalists who con- 
trolled the French Panama Canal company,” 
said Senator Hitchcock of Nebraska in the 
senate today. 

Mr. Hitchcock was speaking in support of 
his resolution calling upon the president for 
all correspondence with Colombia in connec- 
tion with the canal. The senate adopted the 
resolution. 

The senaitor assafled the Washington gov- 
ernment's course and refetred to what he 
said was a declaration of former President 
Roosevelt, in a speech recently delivered in 
California, that he took the canal sone.“

Demands Payment of Damages.

„The American people know,“ he contin- 
ved, that former President Roosevelt cut 
short all negotiations with Colombia for pos- 
session of the canal strip and ordered the 
gunboat Nashville to Colén, arriving there 
Nov. 2. Nov. 2 a Colombian gunboat arrived 
with troops for garrison duty at Panama, 
and at that time our American officers had 
reported everything quiet on the isthmus 
and that Polombia was in indisputable con- 
trol of the province. 

“The next day, while representatives of 
the Ameri navy were re-training the 
troops which Colombia had sent to preserve 
order and to down any insurrection, that 
ridiculous comic opera revolution occurred 
in the town of Panama, a few miles away. 


Could Have Stopped Revolt. 

“The American people knew that if the 
800 troops of Colombia had been permitted 
to reach Panama there would have been no’ 
revolution. This was done notwithstanding 
a solemn treaty of peace and friendship 
existed between the United States and 
Colombla, under which the United States 
guaranteed to preserve Colombia's sov- 
ereignty on the Panama ithmus. 

The pretense for all this was that 
Colombia had refused to accept United 
States terms as to the Panama canal. We 
were proposing to buy from the Panama 
Canal company. represented by Cromwell 
and other New York financiers, their rights 
to the Panama canal. Whatever right they 
had came from Colombia. 

“Our representatives drew up a treaty 
under which the United States was to pay. 
the company and secure rights in the canal 
strip needed to perfect its title, Either gov- 
ernment had a right to reject the treaty. It 
was naturally ratified by the United States, 
but Colombia finally rejected it because it had 
no power to surrender sovereignty over the 

strip without. some f to its con-

Packers Under Indictment Used One 
System. 


The government yesterday claimed to have 
established its point in the packers’ trial that 
the cost figuring methods of Swift, Armour, 
Morris, and National Packing company 
plahts, while similar to each other, differed 
from competitors’. 

William Fawkes, cost figurer for Sulz- 
berger & Sons, read entries from the com- 
pany's books showing that through the 
period of November, 1007-April, 1909, Sulz- 
berger made allowance for hides according 
to market values, and also allowed in full 
for fats. It has been proved that the four 
companies whose ten chief officials are under 
indictment abandoned the hide allowance 


and reduced the fat allowance to 3 cents a 


pound, and then considered only the. caul 
and ruffie fats, making up one-third of the 
total fat. 

Fawkes at first figured it made no differ- 
ence in the end. He then examined his fig- 
ures and it was proved that it made a differ- 
ence of $9 or so an animal. In other words, 
the Sulzberger allowance for byproducts 
during this period was in excess of $10 a 
head. The allowance of the other packers 
was around 60 cents. The indicted packers 
did not forget to charge up their flat killing 
cost of $2.75 a head, and the result was that 
the figured cost was $2.15 more than 
the original cost of the beef. This cost

Mahmout, Gains First’ Fall 
Over Pedersen in 23:40 
at the Coliseum. 


* 


SECOND TUMBLE IN 8:10, 


BY WALTER H. ECKERSALL. 
Speed and science triumphed over weight 


and strength at the Coliseum last night | 


when Yussiff Mahmout. the Bulgarian grap- 
pler, the man picked by Frank Gotch to de- 
fend the title, defeated Jess Pedersen, the 
Danish grappler, in straight falls. . 
Mahmout took the first fall in 23:46 with a 
toe hold wristloca and head hold and the 
second in 8:10 with the famous toe hold. 
During the 31:55 of grappling Pedersen was 
on the defensive entirely and never once had 
an opportunity to display his offensive work. 
Mahmout was quick as a flash in taking 
edvantage of any openings left by his op- 
ponent. He was aware of the Dane's weak- | 
ness, and as soon as they went to the mat 
Mahmout immediately began to work on 
the Dane's legs. The terrific punishment 
which the Turk thus [inflicted by the use of 
vicious toe locks had its effect in that Peder- 
sen was weakened greatly when he came 
back for the second fall. i 
Dane Crawls to Ropes. 
Pedersen's knack in crawling to the ropes 
whenever the Turk clamped on vicious too 
locks saved him from an earlier defeat in 
the first bout. Whenever Mahmout put on a 
dangerous hold his opponent squirmed to 
the ropes, which prevented the,Turk from 
obtaining his ad@vanage when they were 
called to the center of the mat. For this 
work Pedersen was hissed several times. 
Pedersen, although much heavier than: 
Manmout and looking much stronger when 
they first entered the ring, was not the op- 
ponent for the Turk which he hed been 
cratked up to be. The Gotchiike tactics of | 
Mahmout in applying leverage and weight 
at the proper place and time helped him in 
his well earned victory. Not once was he 
tricked into positions where he would have 
to go on the defensive, and he never once 
everlooked the chance to take advamtage of 
bis gradually weakening opponent. 


Mahmout on Offensive. 


The Mst fall was marked by hard, aggre 
sive wrestling, with Mahmout forcing the 
grappling at all times. His work was a reve- 
lation to mat fans who have not seen him in 
action since h¢ met Zbyszko. During the first 
bout he fealized that he could not throw 
his opponent by the use of head or body 
holds, and he soon became aware of Peder- 
sen’s leg weakness. Like the trained ethlete 
that he is, Mahmout never once let up. 

During the second bout Mahmout at one 
time had his opponent's shoulders within an 
inch of the mat, but by great effort the Dane 
wriggled out of his dangerous position. Mah- 
mout showed in this contest that he is a toe 
artist of the first water. He knew how to 
trick his adversary into position and then 
use his weight and leverage for the proper 
results. 

Pedersen left the ring a greatly disap- 
pointed. and heartbroken man. He was con- 
fident he could beat the Tuck, and the snag 
into which he ran was more than he could 
endure. Mahmout was cheered loudly as he 
crawled ‘through the ropes, and it was an- 
nounced that his next opponent’ would be 
Tbyenko. . 

Dane Broken Hearted Man. 

Between falls a pitiful scene was enacted 
in Pedersen’s dressing room. The Dane was 
brokenhearted, and it only was through the 
efforts of his wife, who pacified him, that 
he was able to go back for the second bout. 
He thought the Bulgarian would have been 
much easier; and if he had known otherwise 
he would not have taken the match. His 
wife threw her arms around the grappler and 
implored him to go out and renew the con- 
test. She said she felt. sure he could win 
the next fall. 

Long before the first bout was valled the 
doors in front of the Coliseum were jammed 
with admirers of Mahmout and Pedersen. 
When the principals entered the ring at 9:50 
it wes estimated there were 4,000 people in 
the bullding. 

Among those at the ringside were Agsist- 
ant Chief of Police Schuettler and Sergt. 
Malone, who were there under orders from 
Chief of Police McWeeny. The chief had 
instructed them to stop any bouts in which 
there was a suspicion of fraud. 
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as they mauled and pulled each other around the 
ring. At the end of two and a half minutes of 
Wrestling Mahmout threw his opponent to the mat 
with a leg hold and immediately started to work 
the toe hold. The Dane broke tbe hold at the ropes, 
and the men were called to the center of the ring. 
As Mahmout tried another toe hold n re 
gained his feet. : 

Pedersen's first effort at attack was a headlock. 
with which he tried to:throw the Turk to the mat, 
hut the latter broke it with ease, At the end of 
the 4:10 Pedersen again went to the mat, and the 
Turk immediately started to- work on his op- 
porent’s toe. In an effort to turn te Dane on his 
back Pedersen wae sprawled. through the ropes 
and the Turk lost his advantage. 

They were called to the center of the mat and 
Mahmout again used the toe hold which has caused 
the downfall of so many wrestlers. Pedersen again 
crawled to the ropes and the Turk had to let go. 
They went to the center of the ring and Pedersen 
laid out t. When he was on the mat he wes 
easy 1 the toe hold, but the Turk di not 
deem to be able to work it to a conclusion. 

Pedersen then made frantic efforts to get to his 
feet, but Mahmout held on to his feel like a leech. 
At the end of nine mintites Pedersen changed his 
defensive tactics and again laid flat on bis stom- 
ach. They rolled about the mat and the men 
gained their feet at the end of 10:30. Pedersen then 
made strenuous efforts to regain the advantage he 
had lost in the earlier sthges. They pulled and 
pushed around the ring until they got to their feet. 
Pedersen blocked three of Mahmout's attempts 
to grab his legs. On the fourth trial, however, the 
Turk was successful and again assumed the of- 
fensive. 

Both men were perepiring freely at thirteen min- 
utes of tussling and the slippery condition of their 
bodies made head and body holds almost impos- 
sible. Finally the Turk clamped on a vicious toe 
hold and the Dane again squirmed to the ropes. 
They resumed their former attitude in the center 
of the ring and Pedersep got out of a serious situa- 
tion. Mahmout had been the aggressor for the first 
fifteen minutes of grappling, the Dane being une 
able to assume the offensive or even come close 
to it. 7 7 : 


First Fall to Mahmout. 


After the Turk had started another toe hold Peder- 
een again crawled partly through the ropes. They 
resumed ‘wrestling in the center of the mat and the 
Turk tried the toe hold. The Dane agiin sovght 
the ropes and saved himself from a fall which ap- 
peared imminent. Mahmout continued after the 
toe in relentless fashion but the. Dane was just as 
quick to edge himself to the ropes. 

They came to the center of the mat again and 
Mahmout grabbed- toe, this time preventing the 
Dane from running out of the ring. Pulling him 
around to the northwest corner of the ring the Turk 
released the toe hold, put on a head and body fook. 
Mahmout slowly forced Pedersen to the mat end 
scored the first fall in 23:46. 1 41 

The Turk’s first advantege was @ popular one and 
he was cheered ag he left the ring. dersen, ap- 
parently suffering from the les punishment he had 
received, left the ring from the wrong corner. 

Mahmout then came into ‘his corner: looking re- 
freshed and confident:. At. thé call of time, 10:40 
they went to the center of the mat with Pedersen 
on the defencive and being careful, while Mahmout,

HOW SCARLET FEVER SPREADS. 
CARLET fever spreads from mouth 
to mouth and the mouths cannot be 
very far apart, either, in point of 
time or in distance, else the disease 
will not spread. 

Every hour that elapses from the time 
the secretion leaves thé mouth of the sick 
one and until it gets to the mouth of the 
catcher gives sunlight, air and drying a 
chance to kill the ‘contagion, Every 


hand, every cloth, every table that it 
| touches bars it away from“ its chance of 
getting to the mouth which it can harm. 


It is no aeroplane or flying machine; it 
must be bodily carried from sick to weil. 

In some German and English hospitals 
that treat scarlet fever in the same large 
room with children convalescent and sick 
from other diseases, there is a wall six 
feet high between the scarlet Tever and 


the other cases. But what gives the result 


is that no hand, no thermometer, no 
towel, no thing of any sort which touches 
a scarlet fever case touches any other 
case until it has been sterilized. The iso- 
lation, from the scientific standpoint, is 
complete—and complete sient isolation is 
what is essential for the contro] of scarlet 
fever. 7 f 


~- 

Chicago can never handle its scarlet 
fever without hospitals for isolation. The 
bond issue for this purpose should pass. 
It gives the sick a better chance to zet 
well. The death rate in hospitals is 
always lower than in homes. It gives che 
well children a chance to escape catching 
the disease. But it is a waste and with- 


out warrant to have a hospital for scarlet 


fever alone. 

When a community with a smallpox 
hospital has no smallpox, but does have 
scarlet fever, let the hospital be used for 
the disease they have. It is safe. The 
hospital will not spread scarlet fever, 
smallpox, diphtheria, measles, or whoop- 
ing cough. The building, the room, the 
bedding, can be used first for one and 
then for another. It may be necessary 
to change the nurses, physician,.and at- 
tendants, but not the building.

W. J. H. writes: So much has appeared 
in your department concerning relief from 
insomnia that I wish to state that I have 
been successful in helping my mother to 

by means of suggestion. My mother 
guffers from extreme nervousness, which, 
with other weakening troubles, prevents her 
from sleeping longer than from 11 p. m. till 
8a.m. When possible, I go to her room after 
she is in bed and talk to her, telling her 
that she will sleep until 5 a. m. I repeat 
this in different words. I ask her if she will 
sleep until then and she replies in the 
affirmative. For ten minutes or less I talk 
in this strain, and it is encouraging how 
often the plan succeeds. I began by setting 
4 a. m. as the hour for awakening.”

HEN one recalls the difficulty made 
by George III. about the elevation 
of Robert Smith, the Nottingham 
banker, to the peerage, it must be 
admitted that Smith’s descendant, 


Lord Carrington, who has just been pro- 


moted to a marquisate on his retirement 
from the cabinet, has traveled far. 

Robert Smith was a great friend of Pre- 
mier “Billie” Pitt, and, on many occasions, 
was of great financial assistance both to the 
prime minister and to his government. 
There was no question of any recognition 
of these services until one day ‘“ Bob” 


‘Smith, in chatting with the statesman after 


dinner, asked for permission tò drive his car- 
riage from his residence in Whitehall 
through the Horse Guards, a privilege re- 


stricted to royalty, to ministers of the crown, 
and to certain’dignitaries of the royal house- 
‘hold. Pitt replied: 


No; I can’t do that. But I tell you what 
I shall do; I shall make you a peer.“ 

He thereupon nominated him for a barony 
of the United Kingdom. But George III. ob- 
jected, vowing that as long as he occupied 
the throne, no man engaged in trade, such 
as was Robert Smith, should ever receive 
a seat in the house of lords. 


It was in vain that P Pitt pleaded the bank- 
er's services to the government, adding that 
in his opinion every Englishman of reputa- 
ble character, with an assured income of 
$100,000 a year derived from land, was en- 
titled to a place in the upper chamber of 
parliament. 

Finally, after holding back for several 
years, George III. compromised the matter 
by agreeing to grant an Irish barony which 
did not carry with it a place in the house of 
lords, and Bob Smith became Lord Car4 
rington. 

After George III. became crazy and a 
regency was established the Irish peerage 
‘was transformed into an English one and 


Lord Carrington took his seat in parliament | 


as the founder of a line of hereditary legis- 
lators.

The founder of his family seems to have 
been a village apothecary, whose son, Abel 
Smith, died as a Nottingham banker. Abel 
had three sons, the éldest of whom, Georgs, 
was created a baronet, and whose own eldest 
son and namesake assumed by leave of the 
orown the name of Bromiley in lieu of Smith. 
It may be remembered that the late Sir Rob- 
ert Bromley married Lord Pauncefote’s 
daughter Lillian at Washington. 

Abel Smith’s second son, John, changed 
his name to Pauncefote and was the ancestor 
of the late Lord Pauncefote. 

The third son of Abel Smith bore his 
father’s surname and had a son of his own 
name, Robert, who became the first Lord 
Carrington. : 

Lord Carrington’s son, following the exam- 
ple of the other descendants of the original 
Abel Smith, secured leave of the crown to 
change his patronymic from Smith to Car- 
rington.

son why he should not succeed in getting 
the marquisate, just created, turned into a 
dukedom. -

bord, has been a lifelong friend of Queen. 
Alexandra and is now one of her ladies in 
waiting, having succeeded th that office her 
mother, the late Lady Suffield, who had been 
a member of Queen Alexandra's household 
from the time of the latter's marriage. 

Lady Car wae a pretty woman in her 
young days and still retains many traces of 
her former beauty, coming, indeed, from a 
family renowned for its good looks.

—We have in Cook county 2,574 old people in 
the poorhouse at Oak Forest, supported by 
the taxpayers of this county; we also have 
10,854 families taken care of and supplied 
with food and fuel by the coumty agent. We 
pay $1,354,603 each year for nducting and 
supplying these poor with the necessaries of 
life; we have a great number of other 
charitable institutions in this city that take 
care of other poor and helpless. I am safe 
in stating that the number of old people taken 
care of by societies, churches, and other or- 
ganizations is equal to that which the county 
supports. 

A pension beneficiary law will doaway with 
the poorhouses in the state, which are now 
conducted under a great expense. It will 
infuse in man a confidence in his future wel- 
fare and he will take a brighter view of life; 
he feels that his economic conditions are 
better assured. 

The advantage of the law will be that you 
take the stigma of pauperism away from the 


needy; their self-respect and pride will not 


be lowered; they would only be receiving 
that which is their own and which they have 
paid for, the same as an investor in a twenty 
year endowment policy. The element of 
charity would be eliminated from the case.

Flowers & Gardening

Spring Care of House Plants. 
BY EBEN E. REXFORD.’ 


T this season give your plants all the 

sunshine possible and admit fresh air 
daily. 

Be careful about watering. Too much 

is as bad as too little. There is only 

one rule—if rule it can be called—to go by 

and that is this: ’ When the Surface of the soil 

in a pot looks dry apply water and give enough 

to wet the soll all through. You can tell when 

there is enough to do this by a little escaping 


“through the hole in the bottom of the pot. 


Then wait for the “dry look” before applying 
more, | 

Turn the plants at least once a week to give 
each side a chance at the light and secure a 


symmetrical development. 


Encourage a generoug production of flowers 
by using some good fertilizer once a fortnight. 
Fine bonemeal is as good as anything I can 
advise unless liquid manure is obtainable. If 
the meal is used, dig a teaspoonful of it into 
the soil about the roots of the plants, If 
barnyard manure can be had, pack some of it 
into a tub or barrel, pound it down well, and 
then pour hot water over it. Let soak until 
the water you pour off is a dark brown, Di- 
lute this with enough clear water to make it 
the color of weak table tea and apply liberally 
once a week, This, it will be understood, is 
for the spring treatment of plants from which 
we desire to get as many flowers as possible 
before the season ends. 

If the green plant louse attacks your. plants, 
get the extract of tobacco sold under the name 
of Nicoticide and use as directed on the bottle 
in which it comes, You can procure it of any 
florist or seedman. 

If red spider puts in an appearance, shower 
your plants all over with clear water or, what 
is better, dip them in a tub of water heated 
to 120 degrees. . 

— 


Now is the time to begin preparations for 
next winter's window garden. If you neglect 
to do this until winter comes you will have 
nothing but a lot of small plants, from which 
you can expect but few flowers. Plants for 
winter use ought to have all summer to grow 
in and should be started now. This can easily 
be done from cuttings three inches long of 
half ripened wood, Insert them in pans or 
shallow boxes of clean, sharp sand, pinching 
the sand firmly about the base of them. Then 
apply enough water to make the sand moist 
all through, and be sure to see tnat it is kept 
so. If allowed to get dry your cuttings will 
be spoiled. Most «xinds will root ina fortnight. 
You will know when they have done this by 
their beginning to grow. Leave them in the 
sand for at least a month before transplanting 
them to small pots. Never put small plants in 
large pots if you want them to do well. Pots 
three inches across the top are large enough 
for young plants. Adyance them to larger 
sizes when the old ones are filled with roots. 
You can tell about this by slipping the ball of 
earth out of the plot. If it is wrapped about 
with a network of white roots you will know 
that it needs shifting to a pot a size or two 
larger. Shift at intervals during the summer 
until you have your plants in seven and eight 
inch pots. These are large enough for most 
plants adapted to house culture. 

—— 

Old plants of Boston and Whitman fern 
should be broken apart and new plants started 
from the divisions made, Be sure to do this 
now if you want fully developed plants for 
next winter. 

Bring up such plants as have been wintered 
in the cellar and start them to growth by giv- 
ing water, warmth, and light. | 

Chrysanthemums will soon send up dozens 
of sprouts from the old roots, Each one of 
these can be cut away with a piece of root 
attached and made into independent plants for 
next summer’s use. 

Fuchsias that have been wintered in the cel- 
lar should be cut back at least half, repotted, 
and encouraged to make a strong growth by 
frequent applications of fertilizer. Allow them 


to bloom through the summer, as they are 


really summer bloomers and not at all adapted 
to winter use. 

Start cuttings of geranium, heliotrope, and 
other plants of similar character for use in 
the garden next summer. N 

Decide on such plants as you do nét ure to 
carry over another winter and mark em for 
plantirfg out as soon as the weather will admit 
of it. You ought to get 4uite a crop of flow- 
ers from them during the summer. 

If you have any dahlias or gladiolus stored 
in the cellar, look them over to make sure 
they are in good condition, If any are decay- 
ing or moldy, throw them away before they 
communicate their unhealthiness to others:

HE opening service in dedication of the 
new temple of the Chicago Sinai congre- 
gation at Grand boulevard and Forty- 


sixth street was held last night. To those 

who were fortunate enough to secure 
tickets for the service a first view of the mag- 
nificent edifice, declared to be one of the finest 
Jewish temples in the United States, was of- 
fered. For others who did not attend last 
night’s services the final dedicatory program of 
tomorrow morning remains, Then the handsome 
auditorium will be thrown open to all who care 
to attend, and the first general worship service 
will he held, 

The service last night began with an organ 
prelude, the rendition of the overture from 
“Jubal,” by Organist Arthur Dunham. Then 
followed the reading of “How Lovely Are Thy 
Tents,” by Dr. Emil G. Hirsch. Following came 
the most. interesting ceremonial of the evening, 
the presentation of the key to the temple by 
Alfred S. Alschuler, the architect, and the re- 
sponse by M. E. Greenbaum, president of the 
congregation. President Greenbaum praised the 
religious steadfastndéss of Chicago's Jaws, and 
the generosity which has resulted in the 
erection of a teyaple of worship Which is the 
architectural peer of any in the country. 

Following a dedicatory psalm short prayers 


were offered by Dr. Hirsch, Dr. Stephan Wise 


of New York, and Dr. Kaufmann Kohler.

Last evening also witnessed the dedication of 
the social center of the new temple. It contains 
all the features of a general club, a gymnasium, 
swimming pool, reading rooms, bowling alleys, 
and a general assembly room.

Economical Housekeeping 


Red Herring. 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 


CERTAIN gentleman epicure says that 

red herring are by no means to be de- 

spised, but that it is a mistake to sup- 

pose that they are caught in a state of 

redness. He was inspired to this remark 
by the old joke of the Yarmouth (England) fish- 
ermen, who were always willing to “ oblige all 
the gents that come from Londen, but we can- 
not make red herring swim.” This joke has, 
like some others, been transplanted. 

The herring is a notable fish, fresh or pickled 
or red (smoked). The red herring is far more 
agreeable to handle than the pickled, which in 
the coarser forms has an unreasonable amount 
of odor of the type everlasting. If you try 
soaking one of the latter in the kitchen over- 
night, unless that room is hermetically sealed, 
you may have had enough herring before morn- 
ing to suffice you for some time. Of course 
such herring have not seen Holland, the source 
of the excellent salted herring’ which lend 
themselves to all daint¥ and refined treatment. 

There are almost as many herring in cans 
as there are tomatoes, and the canners are 
geniuses at puffing their own particular brands. 
On one can is the name of the greatest states- 
man of the nineteenth century, for he invented 
one of the 365 ways of cooking herring; and on 
another we have the statement that tHe fish 
was prepared according to the recipe of one of 
the greatest names in sea annals.

Fresh 
herring offer the greatest amount of nutriment 
for 1 penny of any kind of animal food.” 

Red herring are a primitive food, and per- 
haps for this reason are considered plebeian. 
They are often roasted a bit on the top of the 
stove, just enough to heat them through and to 
make heir skins come off easy, and then eaten.

on red herring, as they often do, undoubtedly,, 
at this time of year. 
— — 


Nowadays this fish is used in the making of 
quite esthetic salads, combined with onion, cold 
boiled potato, beeet root, etc., according to taste, 
and served with a French dressing. 

Herring Salad.— Take two or three red herring 
and heat up for a moment, ‘on each side, on a 
stove cover. Tear off the skins, cut off the 
heads, and split them in two. Remove the bones 
and cut the fish into small square pieces. Mix 
with these a bit of hashed onion, a chopped 
hara boiled egg or two, a cold potato cut in 
small pieces, and also a’ cold beet. The beet 
may be cut in slices and served on the salad. 
Add a little chopped parsley, ff liked, and serve 
with a French dressing. | 

Broiled Red Herring.—One red herring, a half 
cup of milk, one tablespoon of butter, a pinch 
of red or black pepper and a squeéze of lemon 
juice. Heat a bit and strip off the skin, split 
the fish open, put it on a deep plate, and pour 
over it the milk which has been boiled. Cover 


with another plate and set where it is warm 


for one hour. Strain off the milk, wipe the 


fish, rub the split side with butter, and broil 


until nicely browned. When done, put on a 
hot dish and sprinkle lightly with pepper and 
add a squeeze of lemon juice. 

Red Herring .zoast.—Prepare as above, then 
remove the best part of the fish, free it from 
bones, break it into fine pieces with a fork, or 
chop it coarsely if every bone has been re- 
moved, put in a saucepan with a little butter, 
and when thoroughly hot stir in at a low heat 
A raw egg yolk, and when it is just set sprinkle 
with a bit of pepper, add a squeeze of lemon 
juice, and spread on hot toast.

Little 


Our Language Class. 


BY RICHARD HENRY LITTLE. ; 

N acquiring a new language the hardest 

thing of all to learn is its idioms... This is 

especially true of the American language. 

Its idioms are impossible of translation into 

English and'our dear little pupils would do 
well not to worry over them, but learn them 
just as they stand. . 

For instance, take the idiomatic expression 
“Blow! you boob!” Now this is one of the 
most expressive idioms in the American lan- 
guage and deservedly popular, but its render- 
ing into English is quite impossible. In a 
general way it may be said that this expres- 
sion is used to indicate to another person who 
is not held in high favor that his room is 
much preferred to his company. This expla- 
nation, however, falls lamentably short of re- 


vealing the full beauty and deep shading of 


scorn, irony, indifference and contempt in this 
most delightful example of idioms employed 
in the American language.

UNLISTED STOCKS 


Governing Committee Will 
Consider Adding Several 
Issues to Department. 


STEEL COMMON NOW N. 


Public Service Shares of Equal 
Importance; Sale of Bank 
Building Completed. 


Members of the governing committee of the 
Chicago stock exchange will meet next Mon- 
day to take action on the question of trading 
in a number of stocks which will be sug- 
gested for the unlisted department. At the 
last meeting of the committee sentiment was 
almost evenly divided as to the course to be | 
pursued. 

The exchange trades at present in a num- 
ber of unlisted securities, among them 
United States Steel common. It is argued 
by those who wish to see the business of the 
exchange legitimately expanded that stocks 
in which there is a general interest locally 
should be placed in the unlisted if not the 
regular department and traded in with as 
much freedom as United States Steel com- 
mon. The stock of the Public Service Com- 

pany of Northern Illinois certainly belongs 
on the stock exchange. It is not a curb stock 
in the ordinary sense. It is already rather 
widely distributed and is owned in Chicago 
and northern Illinois. The new owners as 
well as the old owners of the shares and the 
banks are entitled to an official quotation 
and accurate knowledge es to the market 
value of both the stocks and bonds 


Market Values of Importance. 
The market values are of too wide impor- 
tance to be under the influence to a large ex- 
tent of one brokerage house. When other 
commission houses find that one firm 10 
being especially favored to their disadvan- 
tage the market for the securities will suffer 
to a corresponding degree. There are preju- 
dices in the market for securities as in any 
ether business. In the marketing of securi- 
ties by a growing corporation the good will 
of all the brokers is much to be desired, espe- 
clally when such good will be accompanied by 
practices.

Instead of rejecting the south shore plan 
in whole, the city council probably will 
make a counter proposition to the Illinois 
Central. 

The committee on harbors, wharves, and 
bridges agreed to this procedure yesterday. 
It voted to take up the drafting of a new 
ordinance under which the railroad would 
turn over to the public all its lake shore 
rights in return for specified concessions, in- 
eluding an increased right of way. This 
instrument would be a substitute for the 
ordinance ratifying the contract between the 
railroad and the south park board which 
was disapproved by the committee. 

No declaration of what concessions in ad- 
dition to the relinquishment of its lake shore 
rights should be asked of the Illinois Central 
was made by thealdermen. It was intimat- 
ed repeatedly, however, that demands for 
electrification and for the depression of the 
company's tracks may be entered before the 
@rdinance has been framed in its final shape. 


Disregard Markham’s Attitude, 
The question of whether President Mark- 
mam an his associates would reject without 
consideration any proposition for better 
terms from them than were offered in the 
gouth park board contract was disregarded. 
Unofficial statements have been made that 
me railroad. believes it has gone as far as 
it should, But the attitude of the committee 
was that it would be neglecting its duty if 
it broke off all negotiations. 

The vote of the committee was not to 
amend the ordinance now before the council. 
The agreement was to draft ah entirely new 
proposition that shall be “ fair to the pub- 
lic.” It is possible it may not be put in 
the form of an ordinance, but worded in a 
proposal of terms upon which an ordinance 
may be based.
